And 
in all the Liturgies of the Church uſed in 
any Part of the Chriſtian World, from the 
Apoſtles Days to the Reformation, we find 
not one that wants a particular Thankſ- 
giving in Remembrance of Chriſt's Death.

it is very evident from the Hiſtory of the 
Inſtitution, that this was not 'the Poſture 

in which our Saviour miniſtred, or the A- 
poſtles received this Sacrament : For when 
Chbriſt inſtituted the Euchariſt, the Paſchal 
Supper was ended, and then he began the 
Inſtitution with a Bleſſing or Thankſęi- 
ving: And it is not reaſonable to think, 
that our Saviour would bleſs or give Thanks 


in ſo undecent a Poſture as ſitting or lying 


along: Neither when our Saviour roſe up 
to Bleſs or give Thanks, is it to be ſuppo- 
fed that the Apoſtles continued to fit or 
 hyealong, when they ſaw their Maſter riſen 
up to pray and to praiſe God? I conceive 


it is therefore evident, that they all ſtood 


up in a decent Poſture whilſt this Bleſſing 
was given; and I am ſure there is not the 
leaſt Intimation of their ſitting down after- 
Wards: For having already eaten and 
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ment, evident

per, there is no Ground to ſuppoſe that 


our Saviour gave, or they took more than 


each of them a ſmall Piece of Bread, and 
a little Sup of the mixt Cup, fo that they 
needed no Repoſe whilſt they took it, as 
2 Man does at a ſet Meal: 
cording to the Scripture Account of this 
Inſtitution, we have no Reaſon to believe 
that the Apoſtles received, or that our Sa- 
viour adminiſtred it in a Table Geſture. 
And the Words of the Text which require 
us to diſcern the Lord's Body in this Sacra- 
ly teach, that it is not to be 
adminiſtred or received in ſuch a Poſture, 
for ſo we ſhould not ſanctify the Lord's 
Body, diſcern, diſcriminate, and diſtinguiſh - 
it from a common Meal. We find alſo, 
that the Primitive Chriftians, who were 
taught by the Apoſtles how to receive this 
Sacrament, always received in a Poſture of

to God. And for the ſame Reaſon, be- 
cauſe Kneeling is the Poſture uſed by us at 
dur Prayers, therefore alſo Kneeling is en- 
joined us when we receive the Holy Eu- 
chariſt.
